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Town wants crossing safety improved

In response to an incident that resulted in 
two Didsbury men being taken to hospital, 
the Town of Didsbury is taking steps 
to make changes to the presently 
uncontrolkHl rail crossing located at Range 
Road 20. 

The men were travelling in a truck, on 
their way to work when they were involved 
in a collision with a Canadian Pacific Rail 
(CPR) train which consisted of sulphur rail- 
ears at approximately 4:40 am. on Feb. 12. 

The town submitted a letter to CPR 
requesting that the location change to a 


controlled crossing. 

Because it is presently uncontrolled, the 1 
crossing does not contain a crossing gait* or 
warning system. 

“We wanted to request that . . . maybe they 
should look at marking that one with 
lights," said Mayor Brian Wittai. 

“As we develop whether it be the indus¬ 
trial land up there, or commercial, or even 
the increase in residential that we are going 
to see, that back road to Olds is going to get 
used more and more and we feel that an 
unmarked crossing is probably not the 
safest thing." 

The town, and county participated in a 
negotiation involving annexation last year. 


Once complete, the annexation is expected 
to include the land where the crossing is 
located. 

“Especially if it will be inside town 
boundaries, all the others that we have all 
have marked crossing, or the arm, or lights, 
which is certainly something we would like 
to see from a safety perspective for n*si- 
dents," said Wittai. 

“...that road Is used quite a bit now, so 
the sooner that they decide to respond to it 
or decide to do something, the better it 
would lie.” 

Wittai says, because the sulphur ears that 
run along the railway are black and are 
without reflectors, that they are impossible 


to see. 

“If you have flashings lights when some¬ 
thing comes through there, people are 
going to at least be more aware.” 

While the letter from the town has not yet 
been reviewed by CPR officials, spokes¬ 
person Breanne Feigel says there will be a 
followup with Mountain View County on 
the status of the crossing. 

“CP will touch base with the county to 
discuss improving safety at that crossing,” 
she said.

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer met 
with Didsbury Town Council to discuss 
the success of last vein’s efforts anil to 
determine what should be local priorities 
for 2008. 

I,ast March, in a meeting for the same 
purpose, council directed the RCME’ to 
crack down on vandalism and drug-related 
crimes in town. 

According to RCMP statistics, the num¬ 
ber of complaints regarding vandalism in 
Didsbury dropped from 150 in 2006, to 130 
last year. 

I.ast year, the town planted signs in town 
that encouraged those who have wit¬ 
nessed something suspicious to contact 
the police. 

“Was it a result of the signs going up?" 
asked O’Dwyer regarding the drop in van¬ 
dalism complaints. “1 can’t say that with 
certainty, hut there is a reduction, which is 
always a good thing.” 

However, O’Dwyer says he believes the 
presence of signs has been a positive move 
and is something the Town of Carstairs is 
considering to help curb vandalism in their 
town. 

“I have received comments from people 
around town (regarding the signs), 

having them placed in different loca¬ 
tions, it’s something they notice when 
coming into town. We’re getting a lot 
more calls from the general public which 
is giving us the opportunity to go to these 
areas and identify who these youth are," 
he said. 

“I think it’s paying dividends.” 

Whether the complaints are connected 
to actual criminal activity or not, O'Dwyer 
savs he likes that people are reporting sus¬ 
picious behaviour. 

“We are getting a lot more people report¬ 
ing- 

some of it is unfounded. We’re going 
and it may be a group of youth walking 
and not doing anything wrong, but it let's 
people know they're watching,” he said. 

“I think a lot of the people feel, and they

The fact three of the fatalities were caused by nm- 
ins with livestrx-k is also an indication of the danger 
horses and cows can post 1 to everyone, especially 
children. 

Tlx* decline in fann fatalities can be attributed, at 
least in part, to the ongoing and worthw hile efforts of 
stakeholders such as agriculture and agri-business 
organizations, health care workers and others in rais¬ 
ing awareness of the hazards of fann life. Those 
efforts should be applauded. 

Yet in the end it remains up to farmers and ranch¬ 
ers themselves to make sure their operations are safe 
for themselves and their youngsters. Alberta 
Agriculture has come out with a new program that 
may prove to be useful in that regard. 

The ‘Farm Safety for Children’ program includes 
I )anger I )og preschool mini lxx)ks, each having a spe¬ 
cific, easy to remember lesson, such as One Seat, ()ne 
Rider. 

Allx'rta Agriculture Ls aLso developing a new pro¬ 
gram called ‘(Mentations and Thrilling for Young and 
New Workers’ - which is another grxxl step in the 
right direction.

Sick of waiting for 
health care reform 


In 1993, the median wait a 
patient would likely face between 
referral by their family doctor and 
receiving treatment was 10.5 
weeks, again slightly above the 
Canadian average of 9.3 weeks. 

A 54 percent increase in real 
funding for health care and wait 
times nearly double. Clearly shov¬ 
elling good tax dollars after had 
into the system isn't working for 
Alberta. 

In fact, it’s not working any¬ 
where in Canada. Every single 
province has seen their wait lists 
grow since 1993. Some, like 
Saskatchewan have seen theirs 
nearly triple in length. Nor is this 
an ideological issue. Governments 
of all stripes from NDP to 
Conservative have all been on the 
"pay more, get less" plan for 
health care. 

Luckily, Alberta's new health 
minister is off to a better start than 
the last one. He at least under¬ 
stands the need for change. To 
quote: "One thing that is certain is 
that change is going to happen 
over the next four years because if 
we don't, we don't have a health¬ 
care system for any of us." 

For the sake of those Albertans 
who continue to suffer and wait 
for care, let's hope Minister 
Liepert isn't just talk. 


percent of those who are waiting 
for health care in Canada describe 
themselves as being "in pain". 

What's the solution? Doctor and 
nurse unions often say more 
money. 

In the recently released 
National Physicians Survey, 57.3 
percent of Alberta doctors cited 
funding as an impediment to 
delivery of care. 

But is a lack of money really the 
issue? As Premier Stelmach so 
correctly pointed out recently: 
"The level of funding for health 
care in Alberta far exceeds per 
capita funding in other 
provinces." 

If money really was the driving 
factor in wait lists, Alberta should 
have the shortest wait times in the 
country, and they should he drop¬ 
ping each year. In 1993, the 
Alberta government spent a little 
over $4-hillion on health care, this 
year they will spend over $ 12-bil¬ 
lion. Even if you adjust for the 
growth in our population and 
inflation, Alberta has increased 
real health care spending by 54 
percent during this same period. 
If money was the primary factor 
then wait times should have been 
cut in half since 1993. According 
to the Fraser study, the opposite 
has happened. 


Shortly after being appointed 
health minister in 200(5, Dave 
Hancock (now education minis¬ 
ter") endorsed the status quo in 
our health-care system declaring 
that user-pay, private health-care 
alternatives were not an option in 
Alberta. 

Fortunately, Alberta's new 
health minister, Ron Liepert, 
doesn't feel the same way: "It's all 
on the table," Liepert recently told 
journalists. 

This is good news because 
maintaining the crumbling status 
quo is not a very lofty goal. 
According to the 2007 "Waiting 
Your Turn: Hospital Waiting Lists 
in Canada" report by the Fraser 
Institute, Alberta ranked fourth 
out of the ten provinces when it 
comes to wait lists. In fact, the 
wait a patient is likely to face 
between referral by their family 
doctor and receiving the treat¬ 
ment they need is 19.5 weeks. 
The Canadian average is 18.3 
weeks. 

Why are most Albertans waiting 
137 days for treatment? Don't for 
a minute think that it's because 
they don't mind the wait. As the 
report points out, a 1991 Statistics 
Canada survey indicated that 45

Last week, the town was notified that its application for 
grant dollars through the Canadian Alberta Rural 
Infrastnwture Fund (CAMRIF) to support a storm water man¬ 
agement system, and stonn water drainage and paving was 
turned down. 

Consequently, work on 15 Ave, going east past the high 
school that would include widening the road and a new side¬ 
walk, is not feasible for the town. 

The projects were estimated at $4.85 million, and $6.5 mil¬ 
lion respectively. 

“This Ls one of the concerns we have been hearing for a 
while, since tire new high school was built over then*,” said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“So in that area we are looking at putting in a sidewalk, but 
we need to look into where we can do it, so that when we do 
the infrastructure work on the road, we won’t have to rip the 
new* sidewalk up." 

“We know that more projects applied for than they had fund¬ 
ing for, and they tried to go with those that had the most urgent 
need," said Wittal.

The Didsbury-based Emission Credits 
Corporation (ECC) announced that they 
completed the largest sale of offset 
credits for farmers in Alberta last week. 

According to ECC, they completed a 
transaction that sold approximately 
400,000 tonnes of offset credits to 
TransAlta Corporation.

“Instead of a tax, this is a market solu¬ 


tion that helps the environment right 
now. You don’t have to wait until 2020. 
Plus it helps by putting dollars back into 
the rural community.” 

Marjorie Malinowski, president of 
ECC said in a prepared statement,"This 
is the beginning of an exciting value- 
added revenue opportunity for the farm 
communities of Alberta using their best 
farm environmental practices.” 

Don Wharton, vice-president, 
Sustainable Development at TransAlta 
stated, “This is a smart business deci¬ 
sion for our company, as the purchase 
of offsets fits well with our strategy of 
immediately offsetting the environ¬ 
mental impacts of our existing opera¬ 
tions while pursuing new clean fuel 
technologies and investing in renew¬ 
able energy.

Offset credits are defined by ECC as 
instruments created by government 
that represent one tonne of greenhouse 
gases reduced from the atmosphere. 

Their purpose is to create an emis¬ 
sion reduction which would be taken 
on by an individual or company. 

The emission transaction, which fol¬ 
lows government approved protocol, 
can be bought or sold, and retired on 


following delivery, which aims of meet¬ 
ing government emission reduction 
compliance targets. 

According to a release from ECC, 
Alberta facilities that emit more than 
100,000 tonnes of greenhouse gases a 


year are required to reduce their emis¬ 
sions intensity by 12 per cent under the 
Climate Change and Emissions 
Management Amendment Act, which 


came into effect July 1, 2007. 

ECC is Alberta’s largest agricultural 
aggregator of sequestered carbon off¬ 
sets, producing “live compliance off¬ 
sets" exclusively from Alberta farmland 
that can be used in the newly-created 


Alberta offset market. 

According to ECC, commercial terms 
of the agreement which includes price 
per tonne are confidential.

One Under the Sun/Sears in Carstairs, say they don’t 
have a problem with the mandatory increase. 

“As a small business owner, I think minimum wage 
going up is fine. I don’t think you can get anybody for 
what it is now,” said Colby. 

Many employers say they already pay above mini¬ 
mum wage to attract and maintain employees. 

“Once I gel someone good, I’d rather pay them more 
and keep them longer," said Colby. 

The increase could spell good news for thousands of 
other workers earning near the minimum W'age,, 
though as wage scales are adjusted upwards. 

Alherta Federation of Labour officials say that while 
they commend the government for making an increase 
to the minimum wage mandatory every year, they say 
this year’s increase is disappointingly low. 

“What Alberta workers need is a minimum wage that 
actually reflects the high cost of living in Alberta," said 
AFL president Gil McGowan. “A minimum wage 1 after 
all should prevent full-time workers from living below 
the poverty line." 

McGowan said the AFL estimates that a living wage 
right now in tin- province would have to be at least $10 
per hour. 

He proposes first raising the minimum wage to $10 
an hour and then indexing it. 

“Let’s start with a realistic ami fair minimum wage 
and then take it from there,” he said.

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Housing affordability increasing in Alberta

Relief is finally in sight for Albertans that wish to 
get out of the renting rut and into a home of their 
own. 

After peaking midway through 2007, Alberta’s 
housing affordability conditions improved towards 
the end of the year as a result of declining housing 
prices, according to the latest housing report 
released March 14 by RBC Economics. 

“This marks the first time in over three years that 
Alberta’s housing market witnessed broad-based 
affordability improvement across all housing seg¬ 
ments," said Derek Holt, assistant chief economist 
with RBC. “With housing conditions continuing to 
improve, we expect to see more relief in the 
pipeline for 2008.” 

“There’s been a bit of a softening in the market,” 
agreed Derek Austin, owner of Century 21 Your 
Realty in Innisfail. “Sooner or later, when things 
start to get crazy, they have to get back to normal 
again.” 

Austin said the pricing corrections have filtered 
all the way through the market and housing 
$300,000 and under is going strong. 

“It’s all quite positive. It should be getting stable 
now." 

The stabilizing of the housing market is great for 
buyers, but sellers may have to wait a bit longer 
before they see a sold sign on their lawn. 

But, “there's lots of opportunity in the market and 
it’s a good market overall. It’s getting back to nor¬ 
mal," Austin said. 

“It’s an equal playing field for everybody. There 
may be some favouritism to the buyers because 
there is a lot of inventory on the market, but we’re 
very busy [at the office.] It’s busier now than it was 
this time last year and it feels like it will stay this 
way." 


“Another positive is that interest rates have come 
down,” Austin added. “That should help stabilize 
pricing and it helps people afford higher prices. 
More people will be able to come into the market." 

“Mortgage rates moved up through 2007 and are 
only now starting to show signs that they are begin¬ 
ning to trend down,” said Amy Goldbloom, an econ¬ 
omist with RBC. “As financial market turmoil sub¬ 
sides and the Bank of Canada continues to lower 
the overnight rate, we expect mortgage rates to 
gradually drift roughly 75 basis points lower over 
the year." 

As well, she continued, “mortgage innovation has 
started to enter the Canadian market over the last 
few years, allowing more people to tap into 
Canada’s real estate market. 

“These innovations include the introduction of 
longer amortization periods, up to 40 years, and 
higher loan-to-value ratios,” meaning in some cases, 
no down payment may be needed. 

While slipping housing prices in Alberta may 
cause some people to make comparisons between 
Canadian and U.S. household finances and housing 
markets, Goldbloom said there’s no need to be wor¬ 
ried. 

“Alberta’s market should cool from current levels 
but is not expected to exhibit U.S.-style housing 
correction,” she said. “While financial market 
volatility is having global impact, in Canada, one of 
our offsetting strengths is the housing market and 
it’s expected to remain in healthy territory."

Council asks MVSH to go before MAP for approval

Mountain View Seniors Housing was asked by Olds town 
council to make a presentation to the Municipal Area 
Partnership last week after the group's Chief Administrative 
Officer came to council looking for a letter of support from 
the town for the updated Mount View Lodge. 

Alvin Melton said now that the project’s final costs are 
known and construction is prcxeeding, the prqjeet Ls costing 
an additional $4.8 million above the initial $13 million rough 
estimate, so Mountain View Seniors Housing needs the sup- 
|H>rt once again from all area municipalities so MVSH can ask 
for additional funds. 

“Now that we’ve got a nailed down contract... we want to 
go back to the municipalities and come to another agree¬ 
ment, get their approval for $17.8 million and make sure that 


all the municipalities an 1 behind us with this venture,” he 
said. 

Melton explained to councillors that the building has been 
upgraded from a residential-type design to an industrial-type 
design so that utility costs that are borne at other MVSH facil¬ 
ities won't be as high at the new Mount View Lodge. He also 
said that MVSH Ls kx)king at alternative forms of financing 
such as public-private partnerships, life-leases by residents 
and partnerships with other organizations so that the requisi- 
tioas asked for front municipalities won’t be as much as they 
art' for some of the other facilities MVSH operates. 

Melton said MVSH Ls looking at financing the entire amount 
itself, so that the municipalities won’t have the debt load of 
the new facility on its books. MVSH Ls asking, however, that 
the municipalities support the project so that MVSH can rely 
on that support when asking for the additional funds. 

Asked by Coun. Warren Smith if MVSH had gone l>efore

other councils in the area asking for their support, Melton 
said while he had gone before other councils in the past, hLs 
appearance in front of Olds councillors was the first one in 
which he had asked for a renewal of support bast'd on the 
firmed up construction costs. 

Mayor Judy I laid said while council generally approves of 
the project, it would like MVSH to get approval from all area 
municipalities so that everyone Ls on lx>ard with the revised 
construction figures before the town writes a letter of su|>- 
port for revised funding. 

“The options that he presented . . . seem feasible to us so 
there’s a lot of open discussion that we need to have .. . and 
I’m sure we can come to a conclusion on this," she said."We 
will be involving the Municipal Area Partnership though in 
the discussion Ix'cause we need to hear from all players on 
this and before we sign a letter of support for the change we 
do want to hear the views of our area partners."
